For David, after he had ſerved his Ge- 
neration, by the Will of God, fell on 
fleep, and was laid unto his Fathers, 
and ſaw Corruption. 


HESE Words are of principal Uſe in 

the Argument which the Apoſtle Paul 
propoſed to the Jews in their Synagogue 
at Antioch in Piſidia. The Argument 
was to prove to them, from the Propheſies and 
Promiſes of the Old Teſtament, particularly from 
his Reſurrection confirmed to them, that Chriſt 
Jeſus our Lord was the Saviour and Meſſiah, who 
had been the Hope of Ifrael in all Ages. To this 
Purpoſe he obſerves, * it had been promiſed, that 
of David's Seed, God would raiſe unto Iſrael a Saviour 
Jeſus; as alſo, that he would give unto their Na- 
tion the ſure Mercies of David, the everlaſting Co- 
venant made with David, the holy and good Things 
promiſed to him ©. And, as to the Reſurrection of 
the Meſſiah; he refers them to what David himſelf 
ſays, © for thou wilt not leave my Soul in Hell, nei- 
ther wilt thou ſuffer thine holy One to ſee Corruption. 
Then, to make out the Argument, he takes no- 
tice of two plain Facts, the one in the Text, and 
the other in the following Verſe, viz. that David 
was laid with his Fathers, and ſaw Corruption , bur 
be, whom Ged raiſed again, ſat no Corruption*. Thi 
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Part which the Text bears in this Argument, is 


contain'd in theſe words, and was laid unto his Ta- 
thers, and ſaw Corruption. David therefore could 
not be the Perſon principally meant, where it is 
ſaid, thou wilt not leave my Soul in Hell, or in the 
State of the Dead, nor ſuffer thine holy One to ſee 
Corruption; but muſt be underſtood of one who 
died, was buried, and roſe again, without ſufferin 
Corruption; which exactly correſponded to Chriſt 
Jeſus the Lord, of whoſe Reſurrection the Apo- 
ſtles and many others witneſſed, and God himſelf 
had given Aſſurance to all in that he had raifed him 
from the Dead; he muſt therefore be Maſſiab the 
King, promiſed to the F athers, and ſpoke of by 
the Prophets. This I take to be the Apoſtle's Ar- 
gument here é, and the Uſe which the Text hath 
in it: But beſides this Uſe of it, here we have 
David's Character, and the Circumſtances of his 
latter End; his Character is, he ſerved his own Ge- 
neration by the Will of Ged; and, at the End of his 
Converſation, he fell on ſeep, and was laid unto his 
Fatbers, and Jaw Corruption. He ſerved his own 
Generation. By Generation ſometimes is underſtood, 
an Age, or particular Period of Time. Thus Noab 
is ſaid to have been found righteous in that Genera- 
tion, or that Age, in which he lived. And the 
Mercy of God to be on them that fear him, from Ge- 
neration to Generation ; or of the Men of any Age, 
contemporary one with another. Thus we read of 
a Generation dying and being conſumed, and of a 
third end fourth Generation, &c. Or ſometimes it 
ſignifies only a particular Family and Kindred, as 
the Generation of Shem, Terab, Iſkmael, &c. And 
thus the Book of the Family of our Lord, accord- 
ing to the Fleſh, is ſaid to be the Book of the Ge- 
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3 
neration of Jeſus Chriſt. But it is not to be ſup- 
poſed, I apprehend, that when it is faid David 
ſerved his own Generation, this is only to be under- 
ſtood of his taking particular Care of his own Fa- 
mily and Kindred. * For it doth not appear, that 
he was much concerned this way, nor would there 
have been ſo much Virtue in it, if he had; and it 
is certain, he ſerved the Public much. David then 
ſerved his own Generation. He was uſeful in the 
Day and Place in which he lived. He did good to 
many, and promoted the Happineſs of thoſe abour 
him; and this he did by the Will of God, or accord- 
ing to the Will of God. He ſerved the Purpoſes for 
which God had raifed him up. He conſulted the 
Good of the People over which he was ſet. He 
governed well. He adminiſtred Juſtice among 
them. He valiantly defended them, and was a 
Patron and Pattern of Religion to them. Thus 
God ſaid of him, I have found David, the Son of 
Jeſſe, a Man after my own Heart, which ſhall fulfil 
all my Will k. And when he had done this, he fel 
ofleep. He had an eaſy and quiet latter End. 
We read of the Bitterneſs of Death, the Sting of 
Death, the Pains and Sorrows of Death, &c. but David 
felt none of theſe when he came to die, the Sing 
of Death did not pierce his Soul, the Bitterneſs of 
Death did not diſtract him, he paſſed off this Stage 
in a calm and compoied manner, in ſuch a State, 
comparatively, as Men are in when they fall a/tecp, 
and are going to take their Reſt. And he was 
laid unto his Fathers, or buried in the Sepulchre of 
his Fathers. For he was buried in the City of 
David. And the City of David is Bethlehem *. 
To be laid by their Friends and Fathers, is ſpoke 
of as the Deſire and Felicity of many of the good 
Men of the Old Teftament. Jacob, when he was 
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about to die, not only commanded Joſeph, and 
the reſt of his Sons, to bury him in the Burying- 
place of his Fathers, but alſo took Oath of them 
to do ſo". So Joſeph, when he was about to die, 
took Oath of his Brethren, that when they ſhould 
go out of Egypt, they ſhould carry his Bones along 
with chem. Thus alſo old Barzillai deſired to be 
excuſed from attending David to Jeruſalem, that 
he might dis in his own City, and be buried by the 
Grave of his Father and his Mother“. And it is 
oft remarked when the Death of good Men is 
ſpoke of, that they were buried with their Fathers. 
Thus happy was David, he was laid unto his Fathers, 
and he ſaw Corruption. Great and Good as he was, 
he could not efcape the common Fate of Man- 
kind. He muſt become Duſt and Aſhes. The 
Puniſhment of the firſt Tranſgreſſion muſt de- 
ſcend to him along with the reſt of the Race. 
Duft thou art, and to Duſt fhalt thou return . 

Thus underſtand we the Text, according to the 
Rendering of our Tranſlators. * But it is to be ob- 
ſerved, that the Ambiguity which is in the Ori- 
ginal gives occaſion to different Senſes; for ſerved 
may refer to the Will of Ged, and not to Genera- 
tion, and then the Senſe is, Navid ſerved the Will 
of God, or promoted the Purpoſes of the divine 
Will in the Age he lived in: Or the Will of God 
may be referred to fell ofleep, and then the Render- 
ing would be, that David having ſerved his own 
Generation, ſell We by the Will of God; but as 
this is an unnatural Rendering, hath nothing in it 
peculiar to David, for all Men die by the Will of 
God, nor is countenanced by any ancient Verſion, 
It 15 not to be admitted : And as there is not much 
difference between ſerving the Will of Ged in their 
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Day and Generation, and ſerving their own Genera- 
tion by, or according to, tbe Will of Ged, our own 
Tranſlation may very well be received. This then 
is the Character we have of David here, and ſuch 
was the End of his Converſation. 
Nor is this Character of David any other than 
What is the Character of every good Man, and 
ſhould be the Character of every one; nor are 
theſe Circumſtances of his latter End any other 
than the Circumſtances of the latter End of every 
good Man, generally ſpeaking. 

All Men ſhould, and every good Man will, ſerve 
their own, Generation by the Will of Ged. Every 
good Man will endeavour to do as much good as 
he can. He will be uſeful in the Day and Place 
where he lives. He will make others the better 
for him. For it was as David was a good Man, 
that he acquired this Character. He was found a 
Man after God's own Heart, and therefore *tis ſaid, 
he fulfilled all God's Will *, Every Man after 
. God's Heart, therefore, will fulfil God's Will. He 
will ſerve to the Purnoſes of God's Providence 
and Government, and be a public Good. Thus 
the Apoſtle made himſelf the Servant of all, that 
he might by all means ſave ſome*; and requires, 
that every Man /ook not on his own Things, but that 
every Man 5 * on the Things of others . Beſides, it 
was, by the Will of God, that David ſerved bis own 
Generation, The ſame Will of God, thetefore, is, 
that other Men alſo ſhould do ſo; and ſuch are 
the Circumſtances of the latter End of good Men; 
they are generally calm and compoſed in Death ; 
they have not thoſe Horrors of Mind, nor thoſe 
Stings of Conſcience, which other Men are ſo 
much diſquieted by; they do but fall aſleep, and 
are laid unto their Fathers to reſt with them: For 
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thus it is, that their Death is oft repreſented, nor 
doth it appear, that the Death of other Men is 
'ever ſpoke of in the ſame Manner. Thus when 
they ſtoned Stephen, he kneeled down, and cried with 
a loud Voice, Lord, lay not this Sin to their Charge ; 
and when he had ſaid this, he fell afleep ". Thus the 
Apoſtle, ſpeaking of ſome of the Witneſſes of our 
Lord's Reſurrection, who were dead, ſays, But 
ſome of them are fallen aſleep *;, as alſo, of ſome of 
the good Men departed in the Church, that hey 
are fallen aſleep in Chriſt ?. And another Apoſtle, 
ſpeaking of the Time ſince the Patriarchs, Pro- 
phets, and good Men, of the Old Teſtament, had 
died, calls it, the Time ſince they fell aſleep *. 

Good Men then, as David did, fall aſtecp, have 
a more eaſy and comfortable latter End, and are 
laid unto their Fathers. Balaam ſaw this, and there- 
fore defired to die the Death of the Righteous, and 
have his latter End like his-“. 

But good Men alſo muſt ſee Corruption : They 
muſt go down to the Grave, the Houſe appointed 
for all living, and ſay of Corruption, thou art my 
Father, and to the Worm, thou art my Mother and 
my Siſter *. A melancholy Conſideration this! that 
good Men ſhould not only be taken from this 
World, where there is ſo much Occaſion for them, 
but that they ſhould alſo be brought to Corruption ; 
that the human Frame, which is of ſo curious a 
Conſtruction, the Parts of it ſo nicely work'd, and 
ſo exactly fitted one to another, for all its won- 
derful Operations; as alſo an Organ to the Mind, 
by which it becomes capable of vaſt intellectual 
and moral. Improvement; it is, I fay, a melan- 
choly Conſideration, that ſuch a Frame, ſuited to 
ſuch Purpoſes, ſhould ſo ſoon become nothing but 
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Corruption; that thoſe Hands which have been the 
Inſtruments of Righteouſneſs unto God, thoſe 
Heads which have deviſed liberal Things, and 
thoſe Hearts which have been warm with the pure 
Love of God and their Neighbour, ſhould fo ſoon 
be found no where but in the Heart of the Earth, 
mixed with common Duſt, and hid.from the Eye 
of Man. What a ſad Change hath = made in 
human Nature! How much ſhould we ſtrive a- 
gainſt it, and, as we know that Life and Immorta- 
lity are brought to Light by the Goſpel, take all ima- 
ginable Care, ſince we can't eſcape the firſt, we 
may not be hurt by the ſecond Death : O] that Men 
were wiſe, that they underſtood this, that they would 
conſider their latter End. ——Indulge me with this 
Reflection, preſenting itſelf from the frequent Oc- 
caſions we have of lamenting the Loſs of our 
good Men, and our having fo lately followed an 
excellent Perſon to the Houſe of Corruption. 

As then, it is the Character of a good Man 7o 
ſerve his own Generation by the Will of God; and, as 
his latter End is here repreſented as falling aſleep, 


the Points. more particularly to be conſidered here 
are, 


E To ſhew when one may be ſaid to ſerve his 


Generation, and how every good Man /erveth it by 
the Will of God. 


IT. To account for this Repreſentation of the 
Death of good Men, and ſhew how it may be 
expected to be as only falling aſleep. And then 


III. To make ſuch Reflections upon theſe Points 
as they ſeem to ſuggeſt. 


I. We

I. We are to ſhew when any may be ſaid to 
ſerve their own Generation, and how a good Man 
doth it, and how he doth it % the Will of God. 

And to this Purpoſe let me obſerve, ß 

1. Any one, I apprehend, may be ſaid to ſerve 
his own Generation, when he fills up his Place in 
Society well, and doth the Duties of his particular 
Station in the World. And thus good Men will 
ſerve their Generation. Men ſeem deſign'd for 
Society : They have ſome Powers ſuited to the 
Purpoſes of Society: Their Deſires and Inclina- 
tions are toward a focial kind of Life, and there 
appears to be a Sort of Neceſſity obliging them to 
enter into it. They could not ſo well ſingly de- 
fend themſelves from Invaſions of their Properties, 
Injuries to their Perſons, or the Danger of their 
Lives, as they can do by the joint Power of So- 
ciety; nor could they ſo well provide themſelves 
with the Neceſſaries and Conveniencies of Lite, 
without the Aſſiſtance and Good-will one of ano- 
ther. Men, Iſay, ſeem to be formed for Socicty; and 
in Society there have always been Men of different 
Ranks and Stations, of different Talents and Ca- 
pacities, and of different Diſpolitions with reſpect 
to Buſineſs and Way of Life: Some are eminent 
in Rank, ſome are of ſuperior Wiſdom and Know- 
ledge, and ſome employ themſelves in one Sort of 
Buſineſs, and others in another; ſome fit in high 
Places, others are in a more obſcure Condition ; 
ſome dwell in Courts, others reſt in Camps; ſome 
do Buſineſs on the mighty Waters, and others 
traffic on the dry Land; ſome feed Flocks and 
Herds, and others till the Ground; ſome work 
in Gold and Silver, and others in Braſs and Iron, 
Wood and Stone, or other Materials ; every one, 
as he is a Member of Society, either is, or ought 
to be employ'd in ſomething for the Good of the 


whole. They therefore who fil up their ſeveral 
| Places 
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Places well, who uſe their ſeveral Talents and En- 
dowments properly, and do the Duties of cheir 
particular Callings truly, ſerve their own Generation, 
and contribute ſomething to the public Good. For 
all the different Powers and Capacities which Men 
are endowed with, and the different Sorts of Em- 
ployments which they apply themſelves unto, may 
certainly be uſed to this Purpoſe. The Wiſdom 
and Counſel of the Court will always contribute 
to the Honour and Proſperity of the Country. 
The Courage and Conduct of the Camp always 
becomes a more ſure Defence. The more carefully 

the Fields are tilled, and the Vine- yards are dreſ- 
ſed, the better the Flocks and Herds are watched 
and feed. The more diligently and ſkilfully the Ar- 
tificer works, and the more extenſively and pru- 
dently the Merchant trafficks, the better is the 
Publick provided for, the more it hath of the Ne- 
ceſſaries or the Conveniencies of Life. He, I ſay, 
who fills up his Place in Life well, and doth the 
Duty of his particular Calling, whatever it is, may 
be juſtly ſaid to ſerve his own Generation ; for he 
is a Benefactor to the Age and Place in which he 
lives. His Friends and Countrymen reap Advan- 
tages from his Virtues, and ſhare in the Fruits of 
his Labour. And ſuch an one may well be ac- 
counted a good Man. He is an uſetul Member of 
Society, daily contributing ſomething to the good 
of the Public. He is daily doing Good to many. 
The ſafe and convenient Habitations which others 
dwell in, and the more comfortable or elegant Ac- 
commodations of Life which they enjoy, are all; 
in ſome Meaſure, owing to the Skill and Induſtry 
of thoſe who fill up their Stations in Life well. 
They are good Men too, becauſe they are endowed 
with ſeveral Virtues. They muſt either be Lovers 
of their Country, or 7erſons hon: and upright; 
diligent and, induſtrious; temperate and ſober, Cc. 
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And ſuch, again, muſt be accounted good Men, 
for they are better than many, They are better 
than the Idle and Slothful, who are meer Blanks 
in the World, neither ſerving themſelves, or others ; 
or only Drones in it, living upon the Induſtry of 
others: And they are vaſtly better than the Lewd 
and Intemperate, the Violent and Furious, the 
Crafty and Diſhoneſt, who either corrupt the 
World, or are Plagues to Mankind. How juſtly 
then are they ſaid to ſerve their own Generation, 
who fill up their Place in the World well. I ob- 
ſerve again, 

2, Good Men not only take their Share of public 
Service in their Places and Stations, but alſo take 
care tc ſerve the Suffering and Diſtreſſed around 
them. The Commonwealth may be governed 
with a great deal of Wiſdom and Juſtice ; it may 
enjoy much of Peace and Tranquility, and many 
may laudably fill up their Places in it; yet there 
will be ſome here and there in an afflicted State, 
ſome who are poor and needy, ſome who are naked 
and hungry, or weak and oppreſſed, who can't 
relieve themſelves: The common Contingencies 
which are in the World, oft bring ſuch Things to 
paſs, and wicked Men in Society are often the 
Cauſe of them. But gqod Men will not look on 
theſe Things with an indifferent Eye; they will 
contribute a Share to the Relief of Perſons ſo di- 
ſtreſſed ; they will give to them who need; they 
will feed the Hungry, clothe the Naked, and viſit the 
Widow and Fatherleſs ; they will be ready to counſel 
the Simple, to caution the Unwary, and defend 
the Oppreſſed. This we find to be the Character 
of good Men. Thus Fob repreſents himſelf : J 
- *vas Eyes, faith he, to the Blind, and Feet was I to 
the Lame; I was a Father to the Poor, and the 
Cenſe rebich I knew not, J ſearched cus: I brake the 
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Faws of the Wicked, and plucked the Spoil out of bis 
Teeth ©. And ſo careful was he to do this, he ſays, 
If have with-beld the Poor from their Deſire, or 
ave cauſed the Eyes of the Widew to fail, or have 
eaten my Morſel myſelf alone, and the Fatherleſs have 
not eaten thereof, — if I have ſeen any periſh for Want 
7 Cloathing, or any Poor without Covering, — then 
t mine Arm fall from my Shoulder Blade, and mine 
Arm be (ver 2 To the Bone. And thus are theſe 
good Men repreſented, whom our Lord will at laſt 
approve of. Come, ye Bleſſed of my Father, inherit the 
Kingdom prepared for you, from the Foundation of the 
World; for I was an hungred and ye gave me Meat, 
I was thirſty and ye gave me Drink, I was a Stranger 
and ye took me in, naked and ye cloathed me; I was 
ct — ye viſited me; 1 was in Priſon and ye came 
unto me. — Verily I ſay unto you, in as much as ye 
have done it unto one of the leaſt of theſe my Bre- 
thren, ye have done it unto me ©, Nor is this any 
other than what is required of every one. How 
particularly doth God, by the Prophet, inſiſt upon 
it? Is not this the Faſt that I have choſen ? to break 
the Bands of Wickedneſs, to undo the heavy Burdens, 
and to let the Oppreſſed go free, and that ye break every 
Yoke ? Is it not to deal thy Bread to the Hungry, and 
that thou bring the Poor that are caſt out, to thy 
Houſe ? when thou ſeeſt the Naked, that thou cover 
him, that thou hide not thyſelf from thine own Fleſh * 2 
Such Perſons more eminently ſerve their Genera- 
tion ; for, beſides the Part they take in promoting 
the Purpoſes of Society, they ſerve many whom 
Society doth not relieve; they ſupport many; 
they comfort many, and are the Friends and Pa- 
trons of many: And ſuch may very well be ac- _ 
counted good Men; for they ſhew many Virtues 
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beſides thoſe which are ſtrictly ſocial ; they are not 
only juſt and righteous, but they are alſo merciful 
and compaſſionate ; they are not only true and 
faithful, but they are alſo liberal and munificent ; 
and they not only are diligent and induſtrious, and 
do Evil to none, but they are alſo kind and bene- 
ficent, and do Good unto all. . How juſtly then 
may ſuch be ſaid to ſerve their own Generation, 
who ſerve it this way ? But to proceed, 

3. It is to be conſidered, that this is more eſ- 
pecially the Character of a good Man, as it is by 
the Will of God that he doth ſo. David ſerved his 
own Generation by the Will of God, and good Men 
ſerve theirs from the ſame Conſideration, as it is, 
or becauſe it is the Will of God they ſhould do ſo. 
This is a neceſſary Ingredient in every Thing that 
is truly laudable. It hath been no uncommon 
Thing for Men to appear in the World with ſome 
Virtues, both civil and religious, without any juſt 
Regard to the Will of God at all, and even to 
appear in them with ill Views, from a Spirit of 
Selt-Love, to acquire Fame among Men, or to 
ſubſerve to their worldly Intereſts; ſome have faſted, 
prayed, and given Aims, only to be ſeen of Mens; 
ſome have been affable, courteous, and kind, only 
to gain more Coniidence, and the more readily to 
bring about their ſiniſter Views. Abſalom ſpoke fair 
to the People, ſhewed a mighty Concern for Juſtice, 
and was a very Patriot, but it only was to fteal 
away the Hearts of ihe People, and ſerve his own 
Ambition. But good Men act from nobler Prin- 
ciples; they fill up their Stations in Life well, and 
properly uſe their ſeveral Talents and Capacities, 
becauſe it is the Dill of God that they ſhould do ſo. 
And the Will of God is to them, in this Caſe, 
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both the Cauſe and Reaſon, and the Rule and 
Meaſure. | — 

Firſt, It is to them the Cauſe and Reaſon.— 
Good Men in Power and Authority, promote the 
Intereſt of Religion, and maintain Truth, Peace, 
and Juſtice, among Men, becauſe they know they 
are Miniſters of God for Good, and it is his Will, 
that they ſhould be Terrors to evil Doers, and a 
Praiſe to them that do well. If they are Perſons of 
— Talents, or have particular Opportunities 
of doing greater Service, they go away and uſe 
them, becauſe they know it is by this Means that 
they become good and faithful Servants *. | 

And if they are Perſons of inferior Rank, they 
apply themſelves to ſome Sort of Employment, 
by which they may be ſome way uſeful to others, 
and promote the public Good, becauſe it is the 
Will of God, that Chriſtians ſhould learn to main- 
tain good Works, or profeſs honeſt Trades, for ne- 
ceſſary Purpoſes, that they be not unfruitful * , and 
that they /abour, working with their own Hands that 
which is Good, that they may have to give to them 
who need *. 

And again, good Men are diligent in the way 
of their Callings, and moderate in their Way of 
Life, becauſe it is the Vill of God, that they ſhould 
not be flothful in Buſineſs, or Waſters ; and they 
mind their own Buſineſs, and work with their own 
Hands, becauſe they are commanded ". | 

Good Men, I ſay, fill up their Places in Life 
well, and uſe their ſeveral Powers and Capacities 
properly by the Will of God, as the Cauſe and Rea- 
ſon, or becauſe God requires this at their Hand. 
But beſides this, |

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Secondly, Good Men ſerve, in this Caſe, by the 
Will of God, as the Rule and Meaſure, or in the 
Proportion which he hath ſettled, i. e. according 
to the ſeveral Powers, Capacities, and Opportuni- 
ties, which they at any Time have in their 
Hands : The higher their Stations are, and the 
greater their Influence is, the farther are their be- 
neficial Virtues extended ; the greater their Power 
is, the more certainly do wiſe and good Men enjo 
Security and Encouragement, and the more 12 
fectually are the Turbulent and Licentious re- 
ſtrain' d; and the more that good Men have to 
give, the more generally do they communicate, and 
the fuller is the Portion which all receive at their 
Hand; for this is according to the Will of God; 
this is the Proportion which he hitnſelf hath ſet- 
tled, To whom much is given, of the ſame much is 
required“. | 

As we have Opportunity, we are to do Good unto 
all Men, eſpecially unto them who are of the Houſhold 
of Faith. They who are rich in this World — are 
to be rich in good Works, ready to diſtribute, willing 
to communicate. Concerning the Collection for the 
Saints, the Apoſtle appointed, that every one ſhould 
lay by him in Store, as God had proſpered bim: And 
to encourage every one, in ſuch a proportional Be- 
neficence, the Apoſtle aſſures, that he who ſoweth 
ſparingly, fhall reap ſparingly, and he who ſoweth 
bountifully, ſhall reap alſo bountifully *. 

How chearfully and conſtantly, then, may every 
one endeavour to fill ” their Stations in Lite well, 
- and be extenſively uſetul, when this is according to 
the Will of God. When the Will of God is their 
Rule of Life, may they not hope to be accepted 
of God in their Manner of Lite? And how re-

ligious, as well as honourable and amiable a Part, 
do Perſons of eminent Authority, Rank, and Qua- 
lity, act, when they only make uſe of their di- 
ftinguiſhed Stations in the World, to be more ef- 
fectually and extenſively uſeful. Such may well 
be called BenefaFors * ; they are great Benefactors 
to many; but as they, like David, fulfil all God's 
Will, and are as beneficent as they are powerful, 
their Praiſe not only is of Man, but alſo of God; 
and as with their five Talents, to ſpeak in the 
Language of the Parable, they have gained other 
five, they ſhall be accounted good and faithful Ser- 
wants, enter into the Foy of their Lord, and be made 
Rulers over many Things *. 

Thus we have conſidered the Character of the 
good Man in the Text, and ſhewn how he ſerveth 
his own Generation by the Will of God. Let me now 
proceed to conſider, | 


IT. The ſecond Thing in our Method. His latter 
End as here repreſented. He fell afleep, and was 
laid unto his Fathers. . 

This, I preſume, doth not ſignify, that when good 
Men die, their Souls fall into a Sort of Sleep, or 
State of Inſenſibility, till they are awaked by the laſt 
Trump. This ſeems not to conſiſt with other Repre- 
ſentations of the departed State of good Men, ſuch as 
their being preſent with the Lord, their being with 
Chriſt, their being in Paradiſe, &c. It muſt, then, 
be underſtood as a ſoftening Expreſſion, denoting, 
as obſerved above, the more quiet and compoſed 


5 State, which good Men generally are in, under 


the Apprehenſions of Death. To account for this, 
then, which will be both Illuſtration and Proof, 
is all that need be done in diſcourſing upon this 
Point: And, if the peculiar State and Temper of 
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good Men be conſidered, this will appear to be 4 
proper Repreſentation of their latter End. For, 

1. The greater Peace and Tranquility of Mind, 
which good Men enjoy, tend to this: They who 
have loved God's Law, have great Peace“: They 
have a Rejoicing in the Teſtimony of their Conſcience 
to their Integrity * : They live by the Faith of the 
Son of God, and, being juſtified by Faith, have 
Peace with God, through our Lord Jeſus Chriſt *, 
Good Men, in ſome Degree, have got clear of 
their troubleſome Paſſions, have Sin ſubdued in 
them, and Death unſtung : For Sin ſhall not have 
Dominion over them, who are not under the Law, 
but under Grace. What Diſquietude, then, can 
ſuch Perſons be in, under the Apprehenſions of 
Death: When they have enfoy'd great Peace in 
Life, ſhall not their latter End be Peace ? When 
they have the rejoicing of a good Conſcience in 
them, holding faſt their Integrity, muſt they not 
have a rejoicing unto the End ? For will not the 
ſame Cauſe always produce the ſame Effect? And, 
as the Sting of Death is Sin, when good Men have 
ſubdued Sin, and have Peace with God through the 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, what have they to fear from 
Death? What ſhould hinder them 7o fall aſleep in 
Jeſus? And ſuch is the Death of good Men repre- 
ſented to be. The Pſalmiſt was confident, though 
he walked through the Valley of the Shadow of Death, 
he would fear no Evil ©; and ſays, that if Men 
would but mark the perfect Man, and behold the up- 
right Man, they would find his latter End to be Peace *. 
And the Apoſtle ſung a Triumph over Death and 
the Grave; O Death, where is thy Sting ! O Grave, 
where is thy Victory] 
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2. Let me alſo obſerve to this Purpoſe, that good 
Men have familiariſed Death unto themſelves. They 
have conſidered it in its ſeveral Views and Conſe- 

uences. They have prepared themſelves for its 
— and are waiting to receive its Stroke. 
Job, all the Days of his appointed Time, would wait 
till his Change ſhould come And ſo ordered his 
Cauſe, that he knew he ſhould be juſtified *. The 
Pſalmiſt deſired to know his End, and the Meaſure of 
his Days, and to conſider how frail he was. As, 
I fay, this is the Caſe with good Men, it is no more 
than what may be expected. Their latter End may 
well be more calm and compoſed than that of otter 
Men. When they have familiariſed it to themſelves, 
when they have ſo oft viewed it in all its Shapes, 
and have been providing againſt all its ill Conſe- 
quences, what Shape can it have to give them any 
great Uneaſineſs? What Conſequences can it have 
to them but good 'ones? When they have been 
waiting all their Days till their Change come, what 
great Surprize can it be to them when it doth come? 
When they have ordered their Cauſe, and know that 
they ſhall be juſtified, what need they be afraid of 
Judgment itſelf ? Hence good Men ſpeak of Death 
with ſo much Eaſe and Indifference. They only 
give up the Ghoſt, and are gathered unto their People. 
They depart to be with Chriſt, they only put off this 
Tabernacle, &c. 

3. It is to be conſidered, that the Emptineſs and 
Vanity that good Men find in all earthly Enjoy- 
ments, the Sorrows and Troubles which they meet 
with in this World, work to this Purpoſe. Good 
Men find, by. much Experience, that 40 is Vanity 
and Vexation of Spirit. They ſee the Faſhion of this 
World paſſing away, and the Enjoyments of it periſping 
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in the uſing of them. They meet with many Loſſes 
and Diſappointments. They ſuffer a great deal of 
Sorrow and Perplexity from perverſe Men. In a 
word, they look on all the Work that their Hands 
have worked, and on the Labour that they have la- 


boured to do, and behold all is Vanity and Vexation of 


Spirit, and there is no Profit under the Sun. And 
then, tired out with many fruitleſs Purſuits, weary 
of ſuch a troubled State of Things, may they not 
be even deſirous of Reſt? May they not, like a 
wearied Man, fall aſleep, and theirs, like the Sleep 
of a labouring Man, be ſweet. Thus * Job repre- 
ſents the Bitter of Soul as glad of the Grave, 
and himſelf deſiring to be hid in it. As then, good 
Men are more thoroughly convinced of the Vanity 
which there is in all earthly Enjoyments, and more 
ſenſibly touched with the many Vexations which are 


in the World, they can't be very uneaſy to be hid 
from them in the Grave, and may well embrace 


Death as Men embrace Reſt. 
4. The Hope which good Men have will .con- 


tribute to this. Good Men are begotten again unto. 


a lively Hope by the Reſurreftion of Feſus Chriſt from 
the Dead. They have an Hope which is an Anchor 
of the Soul both ſure and ſtedſaſt, and which entereth 
into that within the Vail *, They have Chriſt in them 
the Hope of Glory *. They look for the Saviour, the 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who will change their vile Body, 
that it may be faſhioned like unto his glorious Body“. 
And they rejoice in the Hope of the Glory of God *. 
The Righteous, I ſay, have ſuch Hope in their 
Death. And when this 1s the Caſe with them, what 
is there to make their latter End diſcompoſed ? 
When they ſee glorious Light beyond the Valley of 
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the Shadow of Death, what Evil have they to fear 
in the darker Hour? When they conſider that 
their vile Body ſhall be faſhioned like unto Cbriſt's glo- 
rious Body, that their Corruptible ſhall put on Incor- 
ruption, their Mortal put on Immortality, and that 
Death ſhall be fwallowed up of Victory, what great 
Diſturbance can the Corruption of the Grave give 
them? They may fall aſleep as they do who go to 
take their Reſt, 4 they reſt in Hope, as theſe 
do, to riſe again more freſh with Life, and in in- 
creaſed Strength. Thus becauſe his Fle could reſt 
in Hope, the Pſalmiſt's Heart was glad, and his Glory 
rejoiced * in the Path of Life ſhown unto him. And 
the Apoſtle, conſidering that when the earthly Houſe 
of this Tabernacle ſhould be diſſolved, he had a Build- 
ing of God, an Houſe not made with Hands, eternal in 
the Heavens, groaned earneſtly, defiring to be clothed 
upon with the Houſe which is from Heaven“. | 

Conſidering then the Temper, Spirit, and Practice 
of good Men, and their Indifference to the Things 
of this World ; conſidering that they generally en- 
Joy greater Peace and Tranquility of Mind, that 
they have familiariſed Death to themſelves, and 
have been waiting till their Change come, that they 
are wearied with beholding the Vanity and Vexation 
which is under the Sun; and conſidering the Seed 
Hope which they have acquired; conſidering, I ſay, 
theſe Things, it may well be expected that they 
ſhould be more calm and compoſed in Death than 
other Men. 

Thus I have conſidered the Character of a good 
Man as repreſented in the Text, and endeavoured 
to account for his more happy latter End. I pro- 
ceed now, in the /a/t Place, to make ſome Reflec- 
tions upon this Subject, by way of Application, 
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And may we nat hence take Occaſion, 

Firſt, to reflect upon the generous and benevolent 
Spirit of reveal'd Religion. The Characters which 
our ſacred Writers lay before us for our Imitation, 
are the Characters of Perſons who have been emi- 
nent in both publick and private Virtues, and the 
Rules of Life which they contain oblige all to cul- 
tivate them, They require that all ſhould ſerve their 
con gencration with all the Powers and Capacities 
which they are poſſeſſed of, and in all the Stations 
of Life in which they are placed. If therefore the 
Religion of the Old and New Teſtament could but 
prevail, Perſons of Rank and Dignity every where 
would watch for the Good of their City, Juſtice 
would be impartially adminiſtered, and Violence or 
Oppreſſion hide their Heads. Whenever the Com- 
monwealth ſhould be in Danger, there would al- 
ways ſome be found, who, like Jab, would be of 

good Courage, and play the Men for their People, and 
' the Cities of their God d. And all in their ſeveral 
Places, according to their ſeveral Capacities, would 
contribute ſomething to the publick Good, and to 
the Good of thoſe in Diſtreſs. Had, I ſay, the 
Doctrine of Moſes and the Prophets, of Chriſt and 
his Apoſtles, its full Force upon Men, this would 
certainly be the Caſe. Can they then be accounted 
e ray or benevolent Men, who take 

ains to perſuade others out of the Belief of the 
divine Authority of the Scriptures ? It is hard to 
conceive how Perſons of ſuch a Character ſhould 
ever deſire to leſſen the Obligations which Men are 
under to ſuch Virtues; and leſſen them they do, 
when they perſuade to Unbelief. For Chriſtians 
think themſelves under all the ſame Obligations to 
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| Piety and Virtue which Unbelievers can imagine 


themſelves to be under; and beſides, they believe 
themſelves to be under very ſolemn additional ones, 


ſuch as the 5 Command of God, the greater 


Certainty of future Rewards and Puniſhments, the 
wonderful Love of God and Chriſt in the Work of 
Redemption, Cc. Piety, and both publick and 
private Virtues have a better Chance to obtain 


among Men, through the Faith of the Goſpel, than 
without it. The Agents for Unbelief, therefore, 


may conſider what Friends they can be reputed to 
be to Piety, to their Country, and to Mankind, by 
the Courſe they take. WE 

Secondly. Hence conſider, among many others, 
one immediate great Advantage of a religious and 
uſeful Life, a more eaſy and happy latter End. 
The good Man, when he hath ſerved his Genera- 
tion, falleth aſleep. He generally goes off this 
Stage with Peace and Tranquility of Mind, having 
little other Uneaſineſs but the Wearineſs of thoſe 
who go to Reſt.—Let either the ſenſual or worldly 


Part of Mankind conſider what is in their Ways 


equal to this. The Pleaſures of the one what do 
they ? And the Profit of the other, what Gain is it, 
awhen God taketh away the Soul? Senſual Pleaſures 
have only quickened Diſeaſe in Men, ſtimulated 
Mortality, and haſtened on the fatal Hour; and 
when that comes, they only condenſe the Shadow 


of Death, infuſe a particular Bitterneſs into the 


Soul, and prepare Men for utter Darkneſs, And 
the Gain of worldly Men, what doth it? When 
they can carry none of it out of this World, and 
the parting with it cuts them to the Heart, and 
when their Gold and Silver is cankered, and the Ruſt 
of them ſhall bear Witneſs againſt them, and ſhall eat 
their Fleſh as it were Fire, as alſo the Fraud, Vio- 
lence, and Oppreſſon, by which their Wealth _ 
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been acquired, crieth for Vengeance upon them, 
and bath entered into the Ears of the Lord of Sa- 
baoth ; what miſerable Circumſtances are theſe for 
any to end Life in! How much more happy are 
good Men, who, at laſt, have no Evil to fear, 
have Hope in their Death, and may rejoice in that 
Hope? Is not then Wiſdom more precious than Ru- 
bies, and are there any Things which can be defired, to 
be compared unto her*? And is not Godlineſs great 
Gain? How wiſe are they who underſtand this, 
and conſider their latter End ! | 
Thirdly, Hence obſerve what a great Advantage 

a Number of good Men muſt be to any Age. In 
any Age where there are a Number of ſuch Per- 
ſons, there will be a Number heartily concerned for 
the publick Good, and ſenſibly affected by the Mi- 
ſeries and Diſtreſſes of others. In this Caſe there 
will be many ſtudious of the Peace, Safety, and 
Proſperity of the Commonwealth; Friends to Re- 
ligion, endeavouring to promote its Intereſt, and 
recommending it both by their Influence and their 
Example. And here Juſtice, Truth, Honeſty, In- 
duſtry, and all ſocial Virtues, have greater En- 
couragement, and better Support. n any A 
Where there is a Number of good Men, there will 
be, comparatively, few miſerable and diſtreſſed ; few 
hungry who will not be fed; few thirſty who will not 
have Drin; few naked who will not be clothed. The 
Weak will be ſupported, the Innocent will be de- 
tended, the Unwary will be cautioned, and the 
well-meaning be hened in their Way. How 
happy then muſt any Age be in a Number of good 
Men L And how much are good Men to be ho- 
noured. 
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Fourthly. Hence, then, conſider how juſtly the 
Loſs of good Men is to be lamented at any Time. 
When 4— Men fall, the Age they have lived in 
ſuffers; Religion ſuffers; civil Society ſuffers; their 
Friends are great Loſers, their Neighbourhood i is 
a great Loſer. The Poor loſe a great Support, 

the Rich loſe good Examples, and the Weak loſe 
a a ſtrong Defence. All Sorts of Perſons then may 
well be deeply affected with ſuch a Loſs. This, we 
find, hath been the Caſe when good Men 3 
fallen. Thus, when Aaron died, the whole Congr 
gation mourned for him thirty Days *. Thus all Fix. 
rael lamented when Samuel died. So all Judah and 
Jeruſalem mourned for Joſiah *, And thus when 
Dorcas, a Woman full of good Words and Alms-Deeds, 
died, the Widows of her Acquaintance ſtood weep- 
ing. and ſhewing the Coats and Garments which ſhe 
had made while 2 was with them *. 

We have had of late many Occaſions to lament 
the Loſs of our Men, and fo ſoon in this 
Year have a very ſad one preſented to us; the Loſs 
of a moſt uſeful Member, and an excellent good 
Man. 

Whatever hath been the Cuſtom on ſuch Occa- 
ſions, in the preſent Caſe, Juſtice to eminent 
Worth would require me to ſay a great deal con- 
cerning the Deceaſed, worth N the * and Imi- 
tation of every one, which cannot be compre- 
hended in a fi le Diſcourſe. 

But the Conſideration I ſhould have for the Text 
directs me to take notice of his ſocial Virtues, and 
_— — much he had of the Spirit of the good 
ke of in it. And it may with Truth be 

erg 4 te e ſerved his own Generation by the Will of 
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Sad in both Refpècts taken notice of above. He 
was a good Citizen, an uſeful Member of Society, 
and a bountiful and liberat Man. * | 

He was a good Citizen, and filled up his Place 
in Life well, endeavouring to be as ſignificant in it 
as he could. In his Buſineſs he was moſt exact, 
punctual, and diligent, never ſuffering any Avoca- 
tion to entrench upon the Time neceſſary to be 

nt in it, and tranſacted the Matters of it with 

e moſt ſtrict Honour and Fidelity; which, I am 
perſuaded, was fo well known, that there are none 
who ever had Dealings with him, but were ready to- 
place an entire Confidence in him. 

He had an Eſteem and Affection for his Fellow- 
Creatures, which 8 him to do good upon 
all proper Occafions, cheerfully to exert himſelf in 
Acts of Kindneſs and Labours of Love, and made 
him always ready to ſerve his Friends with the ſin- 
cereſt Reſpect. 4 

But he not only ſerved his own Generation in a 
civil, but alſo in a religious Reſpect, being a truly 

ious Man, as well as an uſeful Member of Society. 

e was. an hearty Well-wiſher to Religion, and 
contributed largely to promote the Intereſt of it. 
He had a noble Zeal for the Things of God, and 
was always ready. to, exert himſelf in the Service of 
the Church, particularly that Part to which he be- 
longed. Upon every Occaſion. he ſhewed a true 
Concern for its Welfare, and in every Reſpect gave 
it great Support; by which means he became both 
a very important Member, and a great Ornament 
T0 it. 

He had alſo a generous and compaſſionate Tem- 
per of Mind, as well as a benevolent Spirit. This 
many had Occaſion to know ; yet ſeveral, both at 
home and at a diſtance, received conſiderable Sums 
from him, for many Years, who never knew from 

whence 
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whence they came. He had a large as well as & 
tender Heart, and never ſpared Money upon every 
publick or private Occaſion, where he believed it 
might be given to any uſeful or good Purpoſe: 
The afflicted Poor of every Denomination found 
in him a kind Friend, and great Support: And 
though it may well be ſuppoſed there would be 
many Applications to a Perſon ſo much diſpoſed 
to Beneficence, yet there were not ſo many Cales 
1 key him, or came within his own Know- 
edge, but he ſtill wanted more; for it is well 
known he often employed Friends to find out ſome 
for him, and entruſted them with conſiderable Sums 
_ to give away as they ſaw proper, He was indeed, 
as all rich Men are required to be, rich in good 
Works; and was always obſerved to regard moſt 
ſuch as were ſober-minded, giving to them a dou- 
ble Portion: Nor did he neglect another Chriſtian 
Rule in this Caſe, Secrecy and Reſerve, For, as 
_ extenſive as his Benefactions were, there was no- 
thing of Oſtentation attended them, or followed 
after them. He never permitted his Name to be 
uſed by any whom he 9 entruſted with Money 
to give; and whenever he was obliged to ſpeak 
of any thing he had done, it was always with Re- 
ſerve, and very diminutively. He had always by 
him a Sum appropriated to charitable Purpoſes, 
being a certain Share of his yearly Income; ſo that 
as his Income increaſed, as it did conſiderably of 
late Years, ſo his Liberalities increaſed in the ſame 
Proportion. And, what is remarkable, this cha- 
ritable Temper of Mind ſhewed itſelf in him to be 
conſtant and uniform from the earlieſt Part of his 
Life, and was to him abundantly repaid. For 
though his Charities were very great, yet his Af- 
fairs proſpered, and he left behind him a conſider- 
able Fortune. | 
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As to his more private Conduct, he was, when 
à Child, obſerved to be above the common Rank, 
docile and of quick Apprehenſion, making a greater 
Progreſs in Learning than ordinary, and had an 
early Seriouſneſs and Senſe of Religion upon his 
Mind ; ſo that even in his younger Years his De- 
rtment was grave and compoſed, and his Know- 
edge of the Principles of Religion grew more and 
more as his Capacity did admit. There always ap- 
ared in him a conſtant Strain of ſerious Piety, 
th comfortable and inſtructive to his Friends. 
He was a Perſon of excellent Endowments, a 
clear Underſtanding ard ſolid Judgment, little di- 
verted by the Shew, Gaiety, or Pleaſures of the 
World, and always avoided the Honours and 


Buſtle of it. It appears from his own private Pa- 
pers, that he had formed a moſt ſtrict and judicious 1 
Plan for his own daily Walk, which he moſt ex- 
actly purſued, and which ſhews what wonderful 
Care he took to keep the Temper of his Mind, 
and the Courſe of his Practice, under the beſt 


Management. 


He laid before him the Sum of Chriſtian Duties : 


to be performed, and the Evils which all are to 


avoid, entering into ſolemn Reſolutions carefully | 
to avoid all Evils forbidden, and conſcientiouſly to | 


diſcharge all Duties commanded. This Su 


he carefully read over at the Beginning of the 
Week, and endeavoured to get impreſſed upon his 
Heart; and at the End of it carefully examined 


himſelf by it, and then marked down in his Diary 
how he found Matters with him upon ſuch an Ex- 
amination. This he did more ſolemnly at the Be- 
ginning of every Month in his Preparation for the 
Sacrament, humbling himſelf for what was amils, 
and exciting himſelf to greater Care and Diligence 


tor the futurez and again in the moſt ſolemn 
Manner 
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Manner twice a Year. This Courſe he purſued for 
nigh forty Years. 7 

As to his religious Principles, though he loved 
all who loved the Lord Jeſus in Sincerity, he choſe to 
Join in publick * with Proteſtant Diſſenters, 
and was always a conſtant and devout Attendant 
whenever his Health would allow. 

His Converſation was graye, pious and in- 
ſtructive, and he diſcharged the Duties of his Fa- 
mily. with the greateſt Exactneſs and Judgment 
walking before his Houſe with a perfect Heart, and 
ſetting before it an Example worthy of all Imi- 
ration, 

He was a moſt kind and affectionate Huſband, 
living with his worthy Conſort in the moſt perfect 
Harmony and mutual Eſteem, favouring her with 
much of his Company, entertaining her with agree- 
able and inſtructive Converſation, and ſhewing the 
greateſt Concern for her under any Sickneſs or Diſ- 
order, and hath now left her to lament the great 
Loſs ſhe hath ſuſtained. 

And he was a good Maſter, keeping up the 

eateſt Regularity in his Family, ſuffering no ill 

ours, nor any Diſorders in his Servants, kindly 
admoniſhing them when he obſerved any thing 
amiſs in them, and generouſly images them 
in Honeſty and Diligence. He was conſtant in the 
Duties of the Cloſet, nor would ſuffer any thing 
to prevent his Attendance upon them. His Dili- 
gence in reading was unuſual, and his Proficienc 
very great; neither was this leſs the Effect of his 
Conſcientiouſneſs in the Improvement of his Time, 
than of his Deſire after Knowledge. 

Thus this good Man ſerved his own Generation, 
not from a Spirit of Vanity and Self-love, to ac- 
quire a Name among Men, or promote his tem- 
poral Intereſts. He had no ſuch low Views, but 
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ed from nobler Principles, and endeavoured to. 
Hill up his Station in Life well, becauſe it was the 

Will of God he fhould do ſo. 
From what hath been ſaid, it appears whit a 
eat Loſs this Congregation hath uſtained in the 
Loſs of ſo important a Member; one who was fo 
heartily concerned for the Support of it, and was ſo 
great an Ornament to it. Nor is this Loſs more 
great than it was quick and IS coming up- 
on us when it was not in the leaſt expected. But 
how alarming ſoever ſuch an Event was to us, 


Death doing its Work u . him in the Space of 


two Hours, I am perſuaded it was no other Sur- 
rage to him, who 19's Religion and doing Good 

is daily Buſineſs, than the Change of thoſe good 
Men ſhall be who are found alive at the laſt Day, 
diz. an agreeable Surprize to find ſo eaſy a Deli. 
verance from the Burden of the Fleſh, Sin, and 
Death, and ſo quick a Tranſition from Earth to Hea- 
ven, to be for ever holy and happy. 

We muſt now leave our good Friend to fl 

the Duſt, and reap the Fruits of his Faith and 
bour of Love.——lt is ſome Satisfaction to us x 


have it to fay, that we have had ſo worthy a Perſon 


ſo long among us; and I perſuade myſelf, when 
there appears in ſo many at preſen ſo much Indif- 
ference to Religion, it will not be an ynpleafing 


thing to good Men every where to know, that there 


are ſtill ſome, here and there, who are ſtron ngly im- 
preſſed with a Senſe of the Religion of the Goſpel, 

and heartily concerned for the be of it. N 
Such of our Friends as are left behind, and know 
much of this, ſhould conſider what an Exam le of 
publick Spirit and regular Piety they have preſented 
to them. As for his own Relations, who may well 
think it an Honour that they have had * a Re- 
lation, I would perſuade myſelf, that they pony 
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will ſhew the greateſt Regard to it, and always en- 


deavour. to appear as near in a Similitude of Spirit 
__— e to him, as they are in Proximity of 
Blood. 
But whatever Reſpect any may have for Perſons 
and Examples, every one ſhould always ſhew the 
Regard to the Will of God. This ſhould ab- 
lutely govern all Men. | 


To conclude then, as it is the Will of God that 
every one ſhould ſerve their own Generation, let us 
take care to ſerve ours by that Will, both as the 
Reaſon of our Service, and in the Manner and 
Meaſure which it requires. Let us take care to fill 
up our Places and Stations in Life well, and be as 
uſeful as our ſeveral Talents and Capacities will al- 
low. Let us always contribute our juſt Share to 
the publick Good, and ſhew a tender Concern for 
all the afflicted Members of the Chriſtian Family. 
Thus we ſhall anſwer the Purpoſes of both civil 
and religious Life. Thus we are Followers of 
them who through Faith and Patience inherit the 


| Promiſes: And thus we may expect at laſt, like 


them, to fall aſcep, and have a latter End like theirs,
